P avem ent is being laid 
on the 
T h ree-S tate highw ay (which luns 
through the Stonegate subdivision 
in A rlington H eights) which is to 
be a 200-foot road connecting Mil­ 
waukee, Wisconsin w ith 
Detroit, 
M ichigan, the Chicago Daily News 
discloses in S a tu rd a y ’s issue. 
One stretch of pavem ent is being 
southw ard from the Milwau- 
M fi limits. 
A nother pavement is 
offing lard on the 
sector 
around 
M ichigan City, Ind. Bids have been 
received for a section or the road 
from N orth avenue (north of E lm ­ 
h u rst) to 95th street, ju st north of 
the D rainage canal at the southern 
boundary of D uPage county, a dev­ 
iance of about 13 miles. The Three- 
S ta te highw ay in this region will 
run north and south at about four 
miles west of the Mannheim road. 
W ith these three pavem ents al­ 
ready in, as well as th e section al­ 
ready paved through Stonegate, an 
incentive to hasten the work will be 
given all along the line. 
Additional dedications and prom ­ 
ises of dedication are being made. 
F our miles of dedication has been 
m ade in Lake county, Illinois, and 
fo u r m ole promised, according to 
th e News. 
Ten miles of right of 
w ay have been signed up in N orth- 
em xC ook county; D uPage 
county

The T hree-State road, when com­ 
pleted, will take the g reatest load

Naperville road is zig-zag, the York 
road is now rough gravel much oi 
the way, and the Fox river valley 
road is slow travelling, due to hills 
and tw ists and frequent towns.

Mr. P eter W eidner, a fte r

(grocers, 
law yers, 
clerks, 
doctors, barbers, etc.) 
This la tte r class m akes up the 
g re a t m ajority of 
people in the 
N orthw est suburbs, and will con­ 
tinue to do so. The reason for the 
big grow th of these suburbs in the 
last ten years has been the increas­ 
ing proportion of secondary w ork­ 
ers around Chicago, due to grow ­ 
ing efficiency of w orkers and m a ­ 
chines, and a h ig h er standard of 
living than ever before; th is meaps 
more* secondary w orkers dem and­ 
ed.

The vast preparations 
for the 
Augsourg Celebration

Camp 
Reinberg, were carried

Nevertheless, when the 
real man is regarded individually, 
every man is completely and per- 
lectly intelligent. He expresses in­ 
telligence to the full measure of his 
identity—to the full extent that he 
in particular is the reflection of 
Mind. 
As regards intelligence, as 
well as all else, the real man lacks 
nothing. 
This truth of being ap­ 
plies to each of us. 
To illustrate the value of intelli­ 
gence, it can be said that success 
in the most important of human af- 
l'aits depends on having an intel- 
ligent-plan or on executing a course 
ut procedure in an intelligent way.

years ago, but at the request of the 
local post m asters, had received ex ­ 
tensions of two years each, which 
made him eligible for the govern­ 
ment pension. 
H is route has been 
divided. Tw enty m iles has been ad­ 
ded to the other Arlington H eights 
route and nine m iles added to route 
one of Palatine. 
The postoffice departm ent, which 
is adm ittedly the m ost econom ical­ 
ly conducted departm ent of the gov­ 
ernm ent, long ago decided that with 
the advent of the automobile, a mail 
carrier, which w as not handling at 
least forty m iles was not giving a 
full day’s seivice and started upon 
the plan of combining routes as the 
carriers 
retired. 
In 
accordance 
with this practice, Mr. John Rode- 
wald, w’ho now' has the only rural 
route out of Arlington H eights has 
45 m iles. 
Due to the rapid developm ent of 
the territory north 
of 
Arlington 
H eights, in which one an-) two acre 
country estates are taking the place 
of the farm s, the number of lural 
patrons are increasing greatly. 
It 
is 
estim ated 
that 
within 
three 
years, one carrier w'ill not be able 
to serve them. 
Representations 
made oy Mr. H eifers to the govern­ 
ment failed to change their decis- 
sion, how'ever, and ordeis were giv­ 
en for the change early in August. 
The territory now' served thru the 
Palatine postoffice in place of Ar­ 
lington H eights is that in the tri­ 
angle formed by Rand, State and 
Dundee roads, w ith the addition of 
?. single square north 
of Dundee 
road, towards Long Grove. 
Although Mr. W eidner has served 
over 18 years as mail carirer he 
was not the first rural carrier, and 
he has done other things aside from 
carrying mail. He served the Cath­ 
olic congregation at Buffalo Grove 
as school teacher a quarter of a cen­ 
tury and gave up that position in 
1911 to take 
the 
position from 
which he has just retired. 
For a 
period of four years between 1905 
and 1909, he w'as interested in a lo­ 
cal elevator here. 
Wlhen he first started 
carrying 
mail there wrere 78 patrons. 
He 
completed his route by m eans of a 
horse 
and 
mail 
w’agon between 
three and four o’clock each day. He 
had no paved roads until 1917 when 
Rand road, the worse stretch of any 
he had to cover wTas improved. The 
route has varied from 25 
to 29 
m iles and w'hen changed served 140 
homes. 
The tw enty m iles that has been 
added to the route of Mr. Rodewald 
puts a big burden upon him. 
It is 
certain that when snow com es, the 
northern part of that route can not 
bo served. 
Local 
patrons realize 
that fact and m any of them have 
expressed their displeasure over the 
change. 
Mr. Rodewald first car­ 
ries his form er route, then arriv­ 
ing back at the postoffice 
about 
noon, sorts his m ail, which takes at 
least an hour or more and starts up­ 
on the second section. 
It can be 
easily seen that during the w inter 
there w ill be m any patrons who w ill 
have to use a lantern when they go 
to their m ail boxes. 


Arlington H eights is due to have 
a population o f about 8400 by the 
year 1940, and 14,000 by 1950, ac­ 
cording to a scientific forecast ar­ 
rived at by the Commercial E ngin­ 
eering departm ent of the Illinois 
Bell Telephone company, as made 
public Tuesday evening at a m eet­ 
ing of the Lions club of Arlington 
H eights. 
On the basis of such forecasts of 
this 
departm ent, 
the 
com pany 
makes its plans and installs its 
equipment for future needs. 
How' 
the forecasts are made w as ex ­ 
plained by G. L. Seaton, head com ­ 
mercial engineer 
for the Illinois 
State area. 
“The Future A rlin g­ 
ton H eights” w'as his topic, and he 
proceeded to tell not only how big 
a population there wdll be here, 
but what kind, although he said 
both w'ill depend considerably on 
the action of the com m unity itself 
ami its leadership. 
The figures 
he gave 
are not 
based on the old method of judg­ 
ing by past growth, 
(sta tistics), 
w'hich is obsolete, but on the de­ 
velopm ent and 
shifting of indus­ 
tries that draw' people. 
Im m igra­ 
tion is largely out of the picture; 
the natural increase is about I per 
cent a year; so all that has to be 
done is to tell w'here the popula­ 
tion is going to be. 
They have to 
know', so they w’ill know how' m any 
phones they are 
going to need, 
w’hat kind of phones, and w'hero 
they are going to put them and all 
the station equipment, cables, etc. 
“Prim ary” industries (factories, 
m ines, farm s), em ploy about 50 per 
cent of people. Other industries, 
whose w’orkers. serve or follow the 
“prim ary,” are 
the other 
50 per 
cent, 
(grocers, 
law yers, 
clerks, 
doctors, barbers, etc.) 
This latter class m akes up the 
great m ajority of 
people in the 
Northw est suburbs, and will con­ 
tinue to do so. The reason for the 
big growth of these suburbs in the 
last ten years has been the increas­ 
ing proportion of secondary work­ 
ers around Chicago, due to grow ­ 
ing efficiency of workers and m a­ 
chines, and a higher standard of 
living than ever before; this m eans 
more secondary workers demand­ 
ed. 
Probably secondary 
w'ork^rs 
w'ill rise to about 60 per cent of 
all, and the primary 40 per cent; 
this will continue the growth of 
the suburbs through 
a 
higher 
standard of living and Am erican 
efficiency continued; and 
consid­ 
ering the m ost carefully checked 
and predicted m ovem ents of 
the 
primary industries, and the rate of 
growth of population by the oper­ 
ation of natural laws, it can 
be 
forecast w'ith a high degree of ac­ 
curacy what the population of each 
m unicipality is to be at any year. 
Checking the primary industries 
is where much of the engineering 
com es in; changes in styles have 
to be considered, changing of fac­ 
tories cut to country territory or 
closer to raw m aterials, consum p­ 
tion of iron, steel, etc., the figu res 
from executives of the big steel 
com panies; this is the sort of data 
that is made the m ost 
of, 
and 
w'hile forecasts cannot be absolute­ 
ly accurate, they generally prove 
close to the mark. 
A rlington H eights 
should 
con­ 
tinue to bid for quality rather than 
quantity of people, Mr. Seaton ad­ 
vised, for then in the long run it 
w'ill have 
both, 
and 
a 
steady 
grow'th. 
He told how' that 
suburbs 
of 
Chicago that have held their stand­ 
ards high and m aintained 
clean, 
m ost attractive 
conditions, 
have 
grown steadily and well, w hereas 
towns that aimed at greatest num ­ 
bers and took the riffraff, 
have 
had m ost serious ups and dowms 
and the m ost trouble in a business 
way. 
Electrification 
of 
the 
North

by 
the Northwest Federation of Im­ 
provement clubs of Chicago, was 
spoken of by Lion E. F. Laurin, 
who suggested that resolutions be 
drawm up supporting the stand of 
the Federation.
